DESIGNED BENEFIT 
LIVESTOCK 8HIPPFRS 


COLLEGE STATION," Sept. 17.- 
(Spl.)—According to information 
from Washington, railroads have 
granted a rate reduction design- 
ed to benefit livestock .nippers. 
The rate concession, which 
be- 
came operative August 1, Is exper- 
imental for one year. 
Sale-in- 
transit privileges -will be accorded 
to shippers of. stocker and feeder 
animals at the central markets at 
the through 86-per cent stocker 
and feeder rates from origin to 
destination. 
The rate adjustment Is Import- 
ant to Texas cattlemen because 
this state Is the largest shipper of 
livestock 
in the United States, 
said Paul G. Halnes of the A. 
and M. College extension service. 
. 
"The privilege of sale in transit 
means that when a shipper finds 
a more favorable market during 
transit he can" unload his cattle 
and sell them without rate pen- 
alty," Halnes said. "This does not 
mean elimination of certain rate 
differentials affecting the South- 
west, but it Is a step In the right 
direction." 
The railroads announced that

Wear- 
ing red, when they shouldn't, and 
never using it, when it would be a 
good accessory color; using browns 
with gray hair; blacks with no re- 
lief at the neck when the skin is 
sallow; these are just a sample of 
those errors—and all so easily cor- 
rectable when one knows what to 
do. 


And to those who have been In 


my classes, I have a special mes- 
sage: Please follow through on the 


good work you have started; don't 
relax on those enthusiastic prom- 
ises to change your figures, and 
your hair-do's, and your make-up 
in accordance with the things we 
decided were right for you. When 
I see you next year, as I surely 
hope to do, I shall be so very disap- 
pointed If you haven't done every 
single thing that you needed to.

NO LAWS RELATING 
FORFEITURE OF BAIL 
BONDS BEEN CHANGED 


AUSTIN, Sept. 18.—Chief 
Jus- 
tice James P. Alexander of the 
Texas Supreme Court said today 
that none of the statutes relating 
to actions to forfeit ball bonds In 
criminal cases were repealed or re- 
placed by new court rules, and as 
a consequence, the procedure In 
such actions will remain as before. 


Justice Alexander made the state- 


ment to ei;ase confusion in the 
minds of some attorneys over the 
ball bond question. 


The defendant, 
he said , "will 
have until the next regular term 
of court after the citation In which 
to answer, and he will be entitled 
to twenty days' service prior to 
the convening of such 
term of 
court." 


The suprerne court, Justice Al- 
exander said, had amended Rule 2 
to provide In part: 


"All statutes in effect Immediate- 


ly prior to Sept. 1, 1041, prescribing 
rules of procedure in bond forfeit- 
ure in criminal cases are hereby 
continued in effect as rules of pro- 
cedure governing such cases, but 
where such statutes prescribe no 
rules of procedure in such cases, 
these rules shall apply." 


The same procedure, 
he said, 


would be followedi In reference to 
suits for taxes.

'the premium on a $10,000 insurance 
| policy. At expiration of enlistment 
ithe flier receives a bonus of $500 
if or each year spent in service.
